In an action, in which the Commercial 
Banking Co. Palace street, Dublin, are plain. 
tiffs, and William Foley, 22 Upper Clanbrassil 
pireet, Dublin, is defendant, 
Mr, Roe (instructed by Messrs. Duggan 
and O'Reilly), on behalf of the defendant, 
upplied for an absolute order of hebeas corpus 
directed to the Governor of Mountjoy Prison 
to bring before the Court William Foley for 
release from custody on the ground that he 
was in unlawful custody. 


Mr. Justice Johnston said that, as a share- 
holder, the petitioner was entitled to her rights, 
but he did rot think that she could succeed 
in her petition. Did the company suspend its 
business for a whole vear, within the meaning 
of the Act? He gathered that the principal 
object of the company was to assist indus- 
trial undertakings, as, in another way, agri- 
culture and farming had been assisted. There 
was no suggestion, by resolution of the com- 
pany, of its intention to suspend business,

enforced, and in July, 1932, the defendant 
executed a power of attorney authorising the 
plaintiffs to receive a pension of £77 10s. per 
annum awarded to him under the Military 
Service Pensions Act. 1924, Under this, the 
rompany .received £7 7s. 6d. and £6 from 
the Minister for Defence, out of which they

Mr. Roe said that he asked for Foley’s 
release on the ground that the plaintiffs, by 
accepting payments on account of the balance 
of the debt and costs specified in the order 
of the 13th May. 1932, under which Foley 
was arrested. had waived their right to en- 
force that order, and, secondly, that the 
plaintiffs, by issuing a second summons for 
an order in respect of the same debt, had 
waived their right to execute the first order. 
Lastly, the order under which the defendant 
was imprisoned set out As the amount upon 
ayment of which he was entitled to be re- 
aul a larger amount than he actoally owed 
in view of the payments that had been made

Mr. O'Brien, continuing his evidence, said

The Chairman—Is it not ridiculous to say 
that the addition of another 100 shops is 
going to increase prices? 
Witness said that in villages shops were 
springing up every day, and as a result 
prices would increase. 
Questioned as to shops in Ballyhaunis, he 
said the increase in the number of shops had 
resulted in decreased prices. 
The Chairman said that, as far as he 
understood the evidence, if they went on 
increasing shops in Ballyhaunis they would 
eventually get the goods for nothing. 


Witness favoured the restriction and 
licensing of shops. The licensing system 
would safeguard the consumers against 


higher prices, as only competent traders 
would be allowed to carry on business. A 
system of licensing should be confined to 
market places and other approved centres, 
and the District Justice should be the 
licensing authority. 
Answering a member of the Commission, 
Mr. O’Brien said that the object of his 
Association was that shépkeepers should be 
shopkeepers and nothing else, and that a 
shopkeeper should not engage in farming or 
anything different. 
e Chairman—This looks like an attempt 
to create a caste system in the country. 
Mr. O'Brien said that if shops were allowed 
to spring up in every small place the towns 
would be wiped out and become a burden 
on the State. 
Mr. Hanley, another member of thé Associa- 
tion, disagreed with Mr. O’Brien when he 
said that shopkeepers should not engage in 
farming or different business undertakings. 


FOREIGN COMPETITION. 


Mr. P. O'Keeffe, Secretary of the Cork 
County Traders’ Association, said that if the 
registration would act as an instrument for 
preserving town traders from unfair systems 
of competition they would favour it, but if 
foreign firms could be prevented from coming 
in an establishing chain stores in the country 
they would subscribe to it jn preference to 
the registration. 
Answering Mr. T.. J. Duffy, a member of 
the Commission, the witness said they were 
not asking the State to start a monopoly, but 
to preserve the trade of the towns. They de- 
sired a Limitation rather than a monopoly. 
Mr, Reddin, giving evidence on behalf of 
the Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ Associa- 
tion of Ireland, said that as far as his trade 
was concerned licensing was a very good 
thing. It stab.lised the trade and protected 
the public in respect of the particular com- 
modities they purchased from them, He 
pointed out the undesirability of the extension 
! of the system of “tied ” houses. The value 
of licensed premises had so decreased that it 
would not mean a very great capital expendi- 
ture on the part of breweries to purchase, and 
then run licensed premises by tenants or 
managers, 

The Commission adjourned. 


FUTURE OF ELECTRIC 
LIGHTING. 


LUMINOUS DISCHARGE 
TUBE. 


“ We feel very confident that the luminous 
discharge tube will play a big role in the 
electric lighting of the future." 
This statement was made by Mr. C. C, 
Paterson, chief of the Wembley Research 
Station, in a paper which was read on his 
behalf by Mr. N, L. Harris, B.Sc., also of 
the Wembley Research Station, at a meeting 
of the Institution of Electrical Engineers 
which was held in the Physical Laboratory, 
Trinity College, Dublin, last night. ‘ 
He stated that the limits of progress set 
up by theoretical considerations were in the 
case of the discharge tube far wider than the 
»hysical laws permitted in the case of the 
incandescent filament lamp, particularly when 
luminous efficiency was considered. So far 
as colour 1s concerned, he said, the discharge 
lamp had a wide flexibility, but they could 
not always achieve exactly what they wanted | 
in reproducing conditions which daylight 
imposed, 
In the incandescent lamp the passage of 
the electric current through a fine wire raised 
it to incandescence, and it emitted light of 
all wave lengths. 

In the case of the discharge tube the 
current was conducted through gas, or 
vapour, to electrons at the end of the tube. 
The passage of the current excited gas atoms 
and these radiated light of definite wave 
lengths. á

THE . RESIDUAL PRIZES. 


The value of the residual prizes cannot be 
known-until the sweepstake is closed. They 
have varied from £25 to £8,437 each.

PRINCE’S TRIBUTE .TO 
ARGENTINA. 


HE PRINCE OF WALES last night 
it attended a dinner at the Dorchester 
Hotel, London, in honour of His 
Excellency Senor Dr. Don Julio Roca and the 


The Prince, in proposing the health of Dr. 
loca, speaking in Spanish, said that he was 
grateful to the President of the Argentine for 
his choice of the delegates. '' Not only are 
they distinguished in their own careers, but 
several are my personal friends and friends 
of England *’ : } 
Continunmg in English, the Prince said: 
“February, 1933, will be an important month 
—even a critical! month—in the history of 
Anglo-Argentine relations. We have arrived 
at a time when both countries must consider 
their mutual interests in the light of changed 
conditions. 
“ At such a time it is well to remember 
how close our relations have been in the past 
and how successfully they have been con- 
ducted, for no one will lightly disturb a 
friendship that is so well rooted. It is some- 
times unhealthy to probe into the past, for 
old quarrels are apt to come to light again. 
«But in our case we can look back for 
the last 100 years and consider the long 
friendship between Argentina and Great 
Britain, because there is nothing whatever 
to regret and everything to be proud of. 
“I sympathise with my Argentine friends 
if they sometimes grow tired of hearing about 
English history, English policy and the wat 
we have played in the development of their 
country, for I regard Argentina as a nation 
whose independence—as far as a nation can 
be independent—and whose emancipation 
from ancestral influences has been achieved. 


A SEPARATE BEING. 

“ Argentina is Argentina with her separate 
and specific being, and we are privileged to 
see under our own eyes the growth of a 
nation that is truly indigenous and personal. 
“I believe that anyone returning to this 
earth in a hundred years’ time would find 
Argentina a great and leading nation, with a 
highly developed and original culture. 
‘But if things do turn out this way for 
Argentine I hope, and believe, it will be 
through the co-operation of our two countries, 
because there cannot be a vigorous civilisa- 
tion without a secure material basis. 

‘For example, there is a sense in which 
it would be true to say that the future of 
Argentina is a question of beef, and the 
future of Argentine beef depends maybe en- 
tirely on the United Kingdom market. While 
Argentina requires this market Í do not for- 
get that there are things that we want froin 
Argentina ourselves. 

“We want security for our investments, 
and an increasing market for our goods, with 
facilities for obtaining remittances in pay- 
ment. 


THE OTTAWA AGREEMENTS 


“On the termination of your official visit, 
senors, you, the members of the Mission, will 
remain in England to discuss these matters 
with His Majesty's Government. 

“May these discussions be crowned with 
success, because there exists between Argen- 
tina and ourselves a basis of mutual require- 
ments, and it should not be hard to adjust 
them. The agreements made in Ottawa do 
not in any way preciude negotiations with 
other countries for mutual benefits, . and 
Argentina is naturally one of the first 
countries we want to negotiate with. 

‘The Treaty upon which we at present 
stand has lasted for well cver 100 years, and 
I hope it may continue in force for many 
years to come. Next week you will be ex- 
ploring with the representatives of our 
Government the best form of an agreement 
to be supplementary to the Treaty. 

“If it is well and truly laid on the 
principles of mutual wall-belne and reci- 
procity, it should still further develop our 
friendship and prosperity and prove a land- 
mark in our joint baoí,

GHASTLY SCENES IN PANIC- 


DISTRICT.

HUNDRED people are reported to have been killed and one thousand 


injured in the industrial town of Neunkirchen, in the Saar, when last 
night a giant gasometer—the biggest in the district—blew up with terrific 
force, laying the workmen's colony in ruins, 


There are fears that the death-roll may mount to 200. 
So terrible was the explosion that bodies were hurled into the air and 


across the streets, and the heavy iron cover of the gasometer was hurle 


The roar was heard as far away as sixty miles distant, and the blaze 


A second explosion occurred an hour later, when the flames spread to

At ten o’clock to-night the fire was still 
blazing, and lighting up the gaunt ruins. 
Part of the town, which has a population 
of 40,000, looked as if it had been bom- 
barded by shell fire. 

The second explosion was a compara- 
tively minor one. It made still tottering 
walls collapse, and caused a few more 
injuries. 


BURIED UNDER RUINS. 


The greatest destruction was caused in 
Saarbrueckenstrasse, where fifty 
houses were demolished, and women and 
children buried under the débris. 

The main explosion was heard as far 
north as here, and as far south as Basle. 

The scenes in the panic-stricken town 
were ghastly. All dwellers in numbers of 


streets have to be evacuated, where 
tottering houses are on the point of 
collapsing. 


There is a danger of gas poisoning. 

Despite the frantic efforts of the fire- 
men, there is still a chance of the flames 
reaching the second gasometer. Hardly 
one window in the town and surrounding 
villages remains intact. 
Ambulances were rushed from. towns as 
far as 25 miles away, where the explosion 
was heard. All hospitals are overcrowded 
with injured. Doctors and nurses are

additional alarm among the population, 
and large numbers ran out into the fields 
in panic. :

The work of rescuing the people en- 
tombed under the wrecked buildings 1s 
proving very difficult, and some time must 
elapse before the casualty total is known ;

Neunkirchen is a coal-mining town ten 
miles north-east of Saarbruecken. The 
gasometer which blew up was the biggest 
in the Saar Basin, and was 270 feet high. 

At midnight some 50 bodies had heen 
recovered, but how many bodies are still 
under the ruins is not yet known. Rescue 
parties which have been organised are 
still coming across dead and injured. 

Many of the dead are terribly mutilated. 
One bedridden man, rescued alive from 4 
collapse house, lost his reason. 

A hundred men, women and children be- 
longing to thirty families were buried be- 
neath the ruins of their homes in one 
street. fifty of them are still missing: 

Women and children who had hurriedly 
evacuated their homes in the danger zone 
are being accommodated in the schools and 
other buildings.
